If, in like maniirr, 
maps of tbo United Statva are bung 
ill every corridor, committee and 
cloak ruom in the Cn|iiiol, in the Con- 
gressional reslauranis, llio various 
barrooms freiinented by Congieas- 
tnen, in every hotel dining room and 
parlor, in drawing room oarr. on all 
trains that enter or leave Washington, 
in livery atables, gambling hells aud 
In the Waahiiigtuu apattmeiita aud 
permanent homes ot onr lawnakara, 
some (7ongr*a*men would in limo 
learn something of the extent, propor- 
tions aud distances uf oar b*love<l 
country.
